We have found that these mice die with a lower dosage of endotoxin than wild type mice. This is a clinically important 
observation that should be followed up and there are not surrogate studies that convey the same meaning until the 
pathophysiology is explained. For this purpose we plan studies with parenteral lactadherin and/or dexamethasone to 
determine whether the pathophysioiogy is via our hypothetical pathway.
